The  board  of  directors  gave  Mr.  Elliott  the  necessary  authority  to 
make  an  offer  of  Peonies  if  and  when  the  plants  were  available,  and  we  have  been  trying  to  get  fine 
Peonies  in  sufficient  quantities  for  this  purpose  ever  since. 

However,  as  you  all  know,  Peonies  are  the  most  popular  of  all  herbaceous  perennials  and  the  supply 
has  never  been  equal  to  the  demand.  For  years,  we  have  not  only  grown  all  we  could  but,  in  addition, 
we  have  bought  all  the  first  class  plants  we  could  find.  Still  we  have  never  had  enough  to  supply  all 
of  our  customers  even  at  the  regular  prices. 

At  last,  after  seven  years  search,  we  have  secured,  at  a  price,  a  collection  of  fine  Peonies. 
The  grade  is  standard  three  to  five  eye  divisions  and  the  quality  of  the  plants  is  as  fine  as  any  we 
have  ever  seen.  Unfortunately,  the  number  of  plants  available  is  not  as  large  by  half  as  it  should  be 
if  all  of  our  customers  are  to  get  all  of  the  plants  they  want.  However,  if  we  wait  until  we  can  find 
all  of  the  plants  we  shall  need  for  an  offer  of  this  kind,  we  may  never  be  able  to  give  you  this  oppor¬ 
tunity. 

Orders  for  these  Peonies  will  be  accepted  and  numbered  strictly  in  rotation  as  received  as  long  as 
the  plants  last.  No  special  favors  can  or  will  be  given  to  late  comers.  The  plants  will  be  dug  and 
shipped  in  September  as  early  as  the  weather  permits. 


In  planting:  Peonies  select  a  position  which  is  either  in  the  full  sun  or  very  slightly  shaded.  For  the  best  results  loosen  the  soil 
to  a  depth  of  eighteen  inches  and  add  thereto  well  rotted  manure,  one  part  manure  to  four  or  live  of  soil.  If  artificial  fertilizer  is  used 
apply  as  directed  by  the  manufacturer  of  the  brand  secured.  Mulch  over  the  first  winter  with  an  inch  or  so  of  leaves,  Holland  Peat,  Strawy 
Manure  or  similar  litter,  put  in  place  after  the  ground  freezes  for  the  first  time.  After  the  first  winter  the  plants  will  take  care  of  themselves.

As  was  to  be  expected,  when  we  came  to  harvest  the  bulbs  in  this  field,  there  were  a  few  thousands 
which  were  too  small  to  send  out.  We  knew,  however,  that,  given  another  year’s  cultivation,  they 
would  be  first  class  bulbs  and  consequently  we  had  them  planted  and  grown  on.  Since  we  have  had  to 
spend  additional  time  and  labor  on  them,  we  obviously  cannot  offer  them  as  cheaply  as  we  did  last 
year.  Even  so,  with  the  additional  labor  and  other  charges  added  to  the  price,  they  can  still  be  sold  for 
twenty-five  per  cent  under  the  regular  price.
